An abler sis- 
ter heard the l i t t l e one's cries and rush- 
ed In her aid, but not before most of her 
clothing had been torn off and her face 
and bodv severely scratched and bruised. 


When the older Schoppman girl ap- 


peared Miller fled. 
Sheriff Gladieux wa* 


not notified of the assault until 0 o'clock 
this morning and he dispatched Deputies 
Conrdeway ami Mills to the scene of the, 
crime. Two hours and a half Inter Dep- 
uty Conrdeway had arrested Miller and 
placed him i;i a cell in the jail here. 


Miller was at work hauling wheat on 


the Trier farm six miles south of the 
city when arrested. 
After llcci.ig from 


the Schnppman home he went to the 
home of Kdward Pel/., some, miles north 
and remained all night. 
Learning that 


Trier wanted help he went the.ro this 
morning and got a job. 


Miller made no resistance when ar- 


rested and had nothing to say. He is a 
man of forbidding appearance and of a 
low order of intellect. 
His home for- 


merly was in Huntington. 


The Schoppmaii family came in late 


this afternoon and probably preliminary 
hearing will be given Miller.

In brief the commission held that the 


>resent rail-and-lakc class rates to Du- 
uth from points cast of the Indiana-H- 
inois state lino were unreasonable, and 
that the existing scale of through rail- 
ind-lnke class rates to Duluth was un- 
duly discriminating as compared with 
rates to Chicago. It was ordered that 
he first, class rate from the east to Du- 
uth should not exceed 62 cents a hun- 
dred pounds, nnd that the ratee from 
.runk line territory to Duluth, rail-ami- 
ake, should not exceed those to Chica- 
go. The commission also held that the 
ircscnt through joint rate from Kaet 
hilutb deprived Duluth "of the advant- 
age of its locution at the head of tin: 
lakes" nnd resulted "in undue discrimi- 
nation against Duluth which will be rc- 
ieved in some measure by the reduction 
lere required." 


Finally, the commission held that "the

is the lowest rate adjustment that Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul should have, is not, 
sustained.

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City Birthday Parties. ' 


Cleveland's proparntion for its annual "city birthday 


party" brings the reflection that the idea would be a splen- 
"did one for Fort Wayne as well as other cities to adopt. 
Individuals have birthday parties, and there doesn't ap- 
pear to be any reason why cities should not elaborate upon 
the idea to the enjoyment of its people and the immense 
advantage of the city. The Cleveland function is, we be- 
lieve, an institution evolved by the late Tom Johnson, and 
it includes a great parade of city departments with in- 
numerable picnic and frolics, the people joining with tre- 
mendous enthusiasm in the celebration. 
This year, for 


reasons of temporary economy. Cleveland decided to fore- 
go its parade. But Mayor Baker has asked the folks to 
take a day off, or half a day, and inspect one or all of a 
dozen or so big improvements into which the city's monej 
and energy are being invested. 
Moreover, the parks will 


have special attractions for the mothers and children— 
there will be a big birthday party even if there isn't to be 
a big parade. 


SiK-h an event must be invaluable in helping to estab- 


lish that very important factor in civic life which has 
come to be called a "city sense"—a popular interest in the 
details of. city government and an insistence, upon seeing 
just what the people's servants in office are doing for them. 
It must inevitably result in awakening an interest in city 
affairs upon the part of the public that has been long lack- 
ing because most of us are too busy with our own activ- 
ities to have given attention to it. We have no doubt that 
a city birthday party in Fort "Wayne would not only be 
gratifying as showing something of the city's growth and 
progress, but of awakening a keener interest in affairs 
much closer to the citizen than are those of state or nation, 
and of much larger consequence in daily life. It would be 
a splendid idea if the people of every city got into closer 
touch with the affairs of its government. 


American cities which enjoy the best government to- 


day are those which have supplanted the archaic political 
party system "by one in which the same grade of ability, 
judgment and common sense that makes the business af- 
fairs of its citizens succeed is applied to municipal mat- 
ters. 
Unhampered by party obligations and party 


hangers-on, they arc able to achieve infinitely more than 
when carrying the wholly unnecessary burden of partisan 
politics.. The old system is primarily in the interest of the 
crowd that happens to win. 
Independent action that 


places the Avelfare of the city above that of any political 
party is not merely civic patriotism. It will withstand th<j 
analysis of common-sense judgment.

'ummins criticised the president for his 
nfluencc exerted upon members of con- 
gress concerning the tariff bill, nn in- 
lluence, he Hail], "so persistent and de- 
termined that it became coercive." 


"1 do not charge, nor do 1 believe," 


said Senator Cummins, "that the presi- 
dent, in terms, barters this power for 
legislative subordination; but I do say 
that, without barter, the knowledge of 
the consequences that mny follow leg- 
islative independence, will bring about 
alU the evils of actual wrong doing, un- 
less the most scrupulous care is exer- 
cised in communications between 
the 


president nnd members of congress. 


"So long as the president is permit- 


ted to set up a standard of loyalty to 
tin- party to which he mny belong nnd 
condemn every man who docs not accept 
it; and so long as members of congress 
vote under the apprehension flint they 
may suffer from the presidential power 
controlled by his judgment instead of 
their own, so long congress will incur, 
and will deserve, the contempt of all 
true lovers of free and representative 
government." 


Has Become Subordinate. 


Senator Cummins declared he believed 


tho bill would be modified if members of 
congress voted their convictions, but that 
it would not be modified, "largely be- 
cause tho president of the United States, 
assuming to interpret and apply the 
economic doctrine of his party, lias laid 
the heavy hand of his power upon a 
branch of the government that ought to 
be co-ordinate, but which, in fact, has 
become subordinate." 


Attacking as "tyrannical" the demo- 


cratic secret caucus on the bill, the Iowa 
senator declared it was moro indefcnsi 
ble than the tactics resorted to by the 
republican leaders in preliminary con- 
sideration of the Pnync-Aldrich bill. 


Tariff for revenue, Senator Cummins 


said, he regarded as "obsolete, unjust 
nnd intolerable," and that "the moment

trade ia demanded by every consideration 
of justice nnd equality." 


"I would hold myself an 
enemy of 


mankind," the 
senator 
continued, "if 


through import duties I were to raise 
tho price of any commodity which the 
people generally used, and ought to u*e, 
simply to put money into the treasury 
of the United States. 


Says They Ought to Shudder. 


"We produced in the United States 


commodities competitive in their charac- 
ter and upon which duties are levied in 
this bill, a value of not less than SIS,- 
SOO.000,000. If the average rate of duty 
upon these things is 25 per cent, and 
that I believe is tho estimate of the most 
distinguished promoters of this bill, the 
duties will incrense the price of, one 
year's product in the aggregate $4,700,- 
000,000. 
If those who consume, as well 


ns those who produce these commodities, 
shnre the benefit of the increased price 
tho general good will be promoted; but 
if our democratic friends nre right in 
asserting that those who produce the 
dutiable, articles are the only beneficia- 
ries, they ought to shudder when they 
contemplate what they are doing, for 
they are not only taxing the people upon 


their consumption, the $2.-|0,i;oO.OOO which 
nrc collected nt the custom houses on im- 
ports, hut they ure taxing them the -1 
:4,- 


700,000,000, for the sole benefit of the 
domestic producers of these cmni 
litic-i. 


This is an appalling conclusion nnd it 
will shock the country when it is fairly 
upprcciated." 


Submitted Some Figures. 


The senator submitted ligures designed 


to show that according to the democratic 
view prices nre raised hy the pending 
bill upon 00 per cent of the enormous 
production east of the Mississippi rivr 
while it raises the prices of but 3!i per 
cent of the lesser production west of Hie 
river. 


"The total pj-oduction cnst of the Mis- 


sissippi river in 1000," snid the senator, 
"was $24.{M4,«73,048. Of this production 
$14,811,052,242 is upon the dutiable Iht. 
being (10 per cent of the er.tire produc- 
tion of that part of the country. The 
total production west of the .Mississippi 
river in the yenr named wns $10,301,01(1,- 
313, of which $4,041,224,327 wns upon 
the dutiable list, being 3!' per cent of tin; 
whole production of thnt part of the 
country west of the Mississippi river. 
If the democratic, doctrine so often an- 
nounced is sound it will be interesting 
to hear the defense for this grievous dis- 
crimination against tie people who live 
in the Mississippi valley and beyond." 


Treated Farmer as 0-itlaw. 


The senator declared the 
democrats 


hnd trentcd the fnrmer as nn outlaw in 
making up the bill, that ninny of tire 
products of the fnrm were entitled to 
protection, nnd said: 


"I am not ono of those who believe 


thnt general disaster will neoe.-.snrily fol- 
low the enactment of the hill now before 
us. Unquestionably it will increase the 
importation nnd diminish tho home pro- 
duction of a great many things, and will 
force into idleness mnny workingmen; 
but I earnestly hope that its effect in 
that respect will not reach the propor- 
tions of nn industrial revolution.

disaster." 


Simmons Begins Explanation. 


The tariff debate bcgnn in the sennte 


today when Chairman Simmons, of the 
finance committee, began bis explana- 
tion of the bill. He reviewed what he 
termed the failure of the republicans to 
redeem their 1008 pledges to revise the 
tnrifT downward. The democratic party 
inherited this duty, he snid, when it 
came into power.

Mothod—Add salt and fat to meal, 


then fit.ir in tho hot water and eovar to 


let steam. 
This method requires less i 


meal and makes the cakes more whole- 
some. 
Now fry as much 
bacon 
ae 


needed, lay bacon fat-side down in over- 
lapping rows in pan, when one side is 
done, tttra, then take up on platter; 
stir baking powder into meal and place 
by spoonfuls in tho bacon fat; fry slow- 
ly on both sides aud surround the bacon 
with them. If much fat has fried out 
of bacon pour some of it into a cup. 
then add again as needed while cooking 
the dodgers. This tnstes like fried mush 
and is quickly prepared. 


While camping each day the princi- 


pal meal should contain one good, sub- 
stantial dish, as outdoor life whets the 
appetite. If you rely ,on gun and rod 
to supply the main sustenance, iish or 
fowl will he your stand-by, but if you 
purchase meat, at small markets yon 
will prolra-bly have little choice of very 
poor cuts, so any deficiency jnnst be 
made by the cook using some tasty con- 
diments. 


Making a Collapsible Meat Screen. 
If you need something to protect your 


meal or game from flies try this simple 
contrivance, which can be made at home 
and carried for emergency. Take a piece 
if thin cheesecloth or netting thirty by 
twenty inches, sew into a long bag open 
in both ends and insert a wire or wooden 
hoop near each opening to form a cage;

long loop on one end. Now slip this into 
tic bog, tho both ends firmly with a 
itring. letting the loop project, 
from 


lop. Ha.ng to a branch or suspend from 
\ pole. 
This is a good expedient in a 


hot. dry climate, the meat gets quite 
dark and dry, but does not ili-cny.

moist atmosphere it can be used only 
fur a short time to keep out flies and in- 
sects.

Baked White Fish. 


Method—Prepare ns for frying, but 


leave fish whole, salt well inside and 
out, then 11 with following filling:

spoons butter or bacon fat, one-hull" tea- 
spoon salt and pepper and water as 
needed. 


Method—Cut bread inln pieces, pour

..ingredients anr] fill cavity of fish. Lay

Bake in rather hot oven 


until tender. 
Cooking Small Birds or Young Chickens. 


Method of Preparing- Chickens 
for 


Cooking—Pick, draw and cut off heads 
and feet; wash well, removing any loose 
membranes on inside; cut into halves 
ilowu back and through breast, or di- 
vide as desired; place in a kettle and 
pour on enough boiling water to keep 
from 
burning; cover jind let simmer 


from ten to twenty minutes. This heats 
and plumps out the bird? and there is 
less waste In the final cooking. 


Method for Frying—Heat enough lard 


or butter or bacon fat to cover bottom 
of pan. season birds with salt and pep- 
per, then fry nicely on all side's. If not 
tender after being browned add a little 
boiling water, cover and simmer until 
done. 


Method for Broiling—After birds are 


partly cooked take up and drain, grease 
broiling rack with a little baton fat; 
then lay the birds on to broil; see that 
you have a clear bed of embers and turn 
birds often enough to brown nicely on 
all sides. 
When done lay on platter 


season and if-you have any butter melt 
a little and pour over. 


Method for Baking—Clean and pre 


pare, as for cooking, then season, dip in 
flour and lay in a baking pan. Dot with

carrots into qunrters; i f - n o fresh pens 
are at hand take one can of peas and 
drain off the linuid; peel and cut onions 
into slices; then add all of these1 to the 
meat, cover and cook until everything is 
tender; then dissolve the flour in some 
cold water, season tho stew to tastfc; if 
yon have catsup or Worcester sauce add 
a spoonful. Xow stir in the, dissolved 
flour and cook until grnvy is thickened. 
During the process of cooking keep ket- 
tle well covered and do not cook ton fast 
or water will evatiorate. At the last, if 
needed, a little more water can be added. 
Boiled potatoes, spaghetti or broad egg 
noodles can be cooked and served with 
this Btew.

The hoppers jump up. fall into the kero- 
sene and perish miserably to the extent 
of fifteen bushels per day per "hopper- 
dozcr."

Double Walled Hives.

walled is to provide plenty of protection 
during severe winters. In tho hive shown

which onvtho approach of winter should 
be filled with sawdust, aHer the "super" 
has boon removed. Of course it is nooo.-i- 
siarv to place bnrhip or other absorbent 
material ovor the brood frames. 
The 


winter of 1011 was especially severe and 
hundred* 
of 
bee colonies perished in 


Allen county alono. Mr. Grosvenor win- 


Icred his bees cither in double walled 
cases or with outside cases, nnd did not 
lose uny. 


Any apiary having, sn. ythirty hivca, 


will 'require for 
wintering about 300 


pounds of honey, and in a good season 
will yield a surplus of the same amount, 
or in ui her words, t.bese industrious in- 
sects w i l l .iccumulate 
1,(ii)ii pounds, or 


four-tifths of a. ton. literally gathered 
drop by drop. 


Work of the Queen.

MR. VANCLEAVE'S LIST 


Washington, July 19.—The charge of 


Col. 
M. M. Mulhall, the boss lobbyist of 


the Xationul Association of Manufactur- 
ers, that while James E. Wateon was 
running for governor of Indiana on a 
county option platform he was playing 
double and secretly negotiating for the 
support of tlie brewers while lie made 
enthusiastic temperance speeches caused 
Mr. Watson to give out a statement in 
which he calls Col. Mulhall "a self-con- 
fessed liar'1 and denies the charge of 
double dealing. 


"Mulhall'u statement in regard to his 


visit to and conference with the brewers 
of Indiana is an absolute fabrication so 
far as my knowledge extends,'1 said Mr. 
Watson. 
''If Mulhall 
ever* saw any 


brewer or brewers in my interest or be- 
half he did it without my knowledge or 
consent. 


"From the time of the adoption of the 


local option plank in the republican state 
platform in 1008 the issue was clear, dis 
{inct, well defined and 
unchangeable. 


There was nothing possible but war to 
the end and, BO far as I was concerned, 
no quarter was given and none was 
asked. 


Says Brewers Fought Him. 


"Tie brewers fought me from start to 


finish, as they doubtless felt thev had a 
perfect right to do, and it was a fight I 
never blamed them for making, as they 
felt it was a struggle for their existence 
as far as Indiana was concerned, and if 
any peace proposals were ever made and 
any compromise proposition ever offered, 
it was wholly without my knowledge and 
consent. 


"1 never had a conversation with Sen- 


ator Hcmcnwuy along that line, nor did 
1 ever talk to any brewer or distiller on 
the subject. 


"This investigation now going on in 


Washington," the statement continues, 
"is 
for the 
purpose 
of 
determining 


whether or not an insidious lobby is 
maintained at the national capital and 
so far as casting light in object of these 
proceedings is concerned, it can not pos- 
sibly matter whether the brewers did. or 
did not. aid me in Indiana in a campaign 
made five years ago. 


"I therefore deeply resent n charge of 


tins character; first, because it is abso- 
lutelv false; second, because it has no 
bearing on the case, and third, because 
the manifest purpose must be to be- 
smirch me personally, and on the unsup- 
ported testimony of a self-confessed liar. 


Waiting to Tell Story. 


"The charges are made by Mulhall in 


letters written by him and in alleged 
conversations that he spuriously formu- 
lates, and not upon the testimony of in- 
dividuals. 


"I am waiting to tell my story nnd I 


have no desire to break into public print 
before 1 take the witness chair, but 1 do 
not intern] that any such statement as 
this shall go without my most insistent 
and emphatic denial. 


"As the campaign of 
lOOS has been 


over for live years, what earl lily good 
can be accomplished by rehashing it now 
is bcy.md my power to perceive. I have 
no bitterness in my hewrt toward any- 
liod'- growin" out of that campaign, but, 
on tin' other hand, 
1 do 
not intend, 


without a vigorous protest, to be be- 
smeared by the tar brush wielded for the 
sole ymrpose of injuring me and destroy- 
ing my personal standing in Indiana.'1

misfortune that seldom materializes nre 
>iinply bad cell habits. 


l!y proper ventilation nnd illumina- 


tion of the mind it is possible to culti- 
vate tolerance, poise and real courage 
without being a •'bromide." So the say- 


ing, which is almost an axiom, "Don't 
cross the bridge till you come to it," has 
a .real place in medical advice. 


Tlip mnn whose dajly work interests 


him is especially fortrinnte. His only risk 
is that of being led into excessive at- 
tention to his business or profession, 


Confrnwise, the mnn whose work- is 


monotonous and repellnnt is in a hard 
case. 
But, instead of accumulating the

GRASS AND SILAGE 


AN IDEAL FEED 


"—/hen I gut my caws into grass 


nguin there will be more milk." 


This is a statement frequently heard 


ftxfing 
the last month that the herd 


Is confined In the yard. 
\Yhen once 


on pasture the yields shmv a marked 
Increiise even though the animals may 
have had plenty ot good grain and 
forage previously. 


What Is there about grass which 


makes It such an excellent and very 
satisfactory food for ft milk cow? Is it 
npt its succulent nature? 


Succulence means full of Juice and 


the juicy ration for the dnlry cow la 
the correct one from all standpoints. 
Lari;e f|ua,.tttles of water arc required 
by the cow In order to make large 
quantities of milk. 


A large part, in fact all but about 10 


or 12 per cent of milk is water, and 
consequently the cow that produces 
8,000 pounds of milk In a year makes 
use of something like 7.000 pounds of 
water, or a little over, for milk alone, 
to say nothing of what is required for 
her body. 


Thus tha Importance of a succu- 


lent ration, as well as a pure supply of 
drinking water is apparent. 


Realizing the great stimulus to pro- 


duction which f?ruse JK> the dairymen 
anxious for largo yields should seek 
to pattern his ration as nearly us peg- 
•ible the year around after this natural 
food. 


Grass alone, of course, would not be 


satisfactory for winter feedlus for It 
keeps the body of the cow too full of 
water and allows her to suffer from 
the cold, but In conjunction with more 
fat-forming foods, such as grains and 
fodders, grass would be a part of an 
Ideal winter ration. 


The nearest approach to grass, how- 


ever, is silage and It Is for this reason 
that silage la held In such high esteem 
by those who feed It.—R. B. Rushing. 


GROWESG MUSHROOMS. 


While there Is no mystery about 


growing mushrooms. It is such special 
particular work that many have tried 
and failed. After the bods aro planted 
It Is almost ontlruly a question of 
right conditions of torn perilturo and 
moisture.

PLANTING COW- 


PEAS IN CORN 


I often read of sowing cow peas !n 


corn at last working In order to help 
keep ui-> the fertility of the soil and. 
perhaps, make ouniw feed to b« gleaned 
after the corn comey off In the fall. 


This plan will likely do very well 


for the .southern farmers where they 
have a long gruwliig season, but for « 
farmer who has only a (season long 
enough to mature the medium early 
varieties of own, the season Is too 
short to grow cow peas after the last 
cultivation of the com. 


Hills of cow peas may be planted 


between the corn hills at the same 
time tbe corn Is planted, or soon after 
where the corn Is cultivated only one 
way. 
The work may be <iot» wtth « 


hand corn planter. 


One-hill of cow peas should be planted 


midway between every two corn hllto 
The peas wUl not Injure the corn. In 
fact I am not eure that they are not a 
benefit to the com. 


They will make a large -growth, and, 


besides furnishing considerable hrrmuB- 
maklnB materiel, they win ftmdeb 
considerable nitrogen to the soil. Th« 
vines may rue up the corn, bnt If ttwy 
do they Jest add value to the «tonm 
as feeding material. 


They can be cot up wtth the corn 


with but little extra trouble. 
Th«n 


they will grow considerable seed peea 
that can be hand-picked. If It is desira- 
ble to do so. The varieties that I hav« 
grown successfully with corn In thtt 
way ar» the New Bra, the Iron pea 
and the "WTilpperwUL 


The Iron pee. IB a little lst» hi ma- 


turing. Only a few pods of my Irox 
peas got ripe last pear that wer» 
planted abotrt Jtrne first The I*wr 
Bra pea* planted afthe-«ame time-90* 
ripe In Auyuet. 


This plan may not prove practtc** 


with many farmers, but -we flad tt tr 
be quite an advantage to grow coij 
peas with our corn In ord«r to restoi1^ 
fertility and humus to the soil—then 
we can also secure our own seed frox^ 
the peas in the corn.—A. J. Legg.

Our fire horses—as good at least as anyj 


others In the world; better than most- 
can drag a heavy apparatus at the rate 
of twelve miles an hour for the first half 
hour in responding to nn alarm. 
After 


that their speed slackens until, if the run 
is a long one, they are travelling practi- 
cally at a walk by the time the blaze is 
reached. In hill climbing and in ploughing 
through mud or heavy snow the motor 
ippararus also demonstrates its superi- 
ority over the fire horses. Duffy's Hill, 
one of our steepest, on which new appa- 
ratus is tested, often staggers our b«st fire 
horses. The motor apparatus takes it on 
the run. 


Another determining feature in the mo- 


torization of New York's Fire Depart- 
ment was the economy in maintenance 
sf motor vehicles. When not responding 
to fires there is no expense attached to 
maintenance. 
With the horse drawn ap- 


paratus the case is different. The horses 
have to be fed regularly no matter wheth- 
er they have to respond to fires or not. 
Both efficiency and economy in motoriza- 
tion have been demonstrated by actual 
5iperiencc. 


When one looks back through the short 


span of years to the days of New York's 
roluntcers and the crude hand pumps 
that were used ho must he Impressed 
with the wonderful evolution in the mcth- 
jd of fighting fires that the last two 
generations has produced. This evolution 
baa been a necessary one.

pumps, when the volunteer 


rompanios often fought each other before 
turning their attention to the fire, there 
Tcre no skyscrapers in New York.
